Friends of Murder Victim

Edward George Dillon, 19 years 
old, will not be rearrested unless 
new evidence, connecting him with 
the murder of his father. Dr. WIl- 
liam A. Dillon, is found, Prosecut- 
ing Attorney Mueller of 8t. Louis 
County said today. Young Dillon, 
who was held as a suspect for 69 
hours up to Monday morning, has 
since been at liberty without bond, 
and has been at the home of his 
mother, Mrs. Anna H. Dillon, dl- 
vorced wife of the late physician, 
726, Heman avenue, University City. 

The Prosecuting Attorney said 
‘today that, with no more evidence 
‘than is now at hand, he did not be- 
lieve the Coroner's jury would hold 
young Dillon. The inquest, which 
was reopened after the young 
man’s arrest, is to be resumed next 
| Tuesday. But -whatever the Coro- 
ner’s jury may do, he said, there is 
not now enough evidence to place 
hefore the grand jury, or to fur- 
nish the basis for issuance of an 
information, as is done in some 
cases which arise while the grand 
jury is not in session. 

Whereabouts Still Mystery. 

Young Dillon has refused, since 
his arrest, to say where he was the 
night of April 30, when Dr. Dillon 
was shot to death on Francis Field, 
Washington University, at a time 
assumed to have been about 11 p. 
m. The young man was in Law- 
rence, Kan., the morning of Apelil 
29, according to the testimony of 
the loan shop proprietor, who said 
he sold Dillon a revolver there that 
day. It has also been stated, by 
another passenger and a taxicab 
driver, that he went to Kanaas City 
on an afternoon train that day. 
Where he ~- as between the evening 
of the 29th and his reappearance 
at his boarding house In Lawrence,

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Miller Says He Owes Much to 


Their Efforts and Will 
* Reward Them. 


Mayor Miller, speaking today be- 
fore the Republican Women’s Club 
at the Chamber of Commerce, said 
that he believed some customs and 
practices firmly established in po- 
litical and governmental affairs to 
be wrong, and that while he could 
not reorganize and revolutionize 
the whole conduct of municipal 
government in a few short months,

command to abolish such customs. 
“It is expected of this adminis-

“To carry this plan 
into successful being, I must have 
the faith of my supporters. That 
[ ask of you."’ 

The Mayor paid high tribute to 
the work of women in politics and 
took occasion to express his regret 
that many persons who asseried 
their Republicanism were in real- 
ity not Republicans. 

Definition of Republicaniam. 

“Strictly defined, a Republican 
is one who in theory subscribes to 
the principles upon which our 
party was founded, and in his ma- 
terial activities practices these 
same principles, both as a citizen 
and as an official,” he said. “We 
know of many, in our city who 
make great and loud claims as to 
their Republicanism, but we have 
seen their actions—and actions 
sometimes: speak louder than 
words. We have seen men and 
women who have been highly hon-' 
ored by the Republican party re- 
fuse to abide by the decision of the 
party.” ° ~ 

This was a distinct reference to 
Republicans who had refused to 
support him after his nomination, 
but had thrown their influence to 
William L. Igoe, Democratic nomi- 
nee. 

“I feel that I owe a great deal 
to the women of St. Louis,” he con- 
tinued. “I believe that their loyal 
and faithful efforts contributed «a 
great deal to my election. I have 
the greatest hope and the most s#in- 
cere intention of rewarding these 
wdmen in such a way as they will 
feel that their service in my behall 
has not been.unavailing of govd 
results. . 

Looking for Competent Women. 

“Some have said that women 
should be placed in public posi- 
I heartily agree with this. 
When suffrage was granted women 
and men were made one as far as 
politics and government are con- 
cerned. The same rules should, 
therefore, apply to women seeking 
A person 


against women simply because they 
are women does a great harm to 
the cause of suffrage. This is a 
species of hypocricy, and hypocrisy 
has done more to destroy faith of 
people in each other than anything 
else. If I find, and I am trying 
hard to do so, women who are 


qualified to hold public positions, 
they will be placed in those pasi- 
tions, not because they are women 
but because they are capable. I 
might add in this connection that [ 
ave found the mere statement of 

person that he or she is capable 
is not the best evidence of such 
capability.”
